ACT Recognizing Their Majeſties Royal Amthority, 


June 17+ 1689, 


HE Eſtates of Parliament Conſidering, that the King and 

Queens Majelſties have Accepted of the Crown of this Res 
alm, Tendered to: Them by the Meeting of the Eſtates in 
!\ their Claim of Right , Dated the elcyenth Day of April 
$/ laſt, and according thereto have Sworn the O A T H, ap- 
pointed by Law to be taken by all Kings and Queens of 
this Realm, before they Exerce Their Regal Power : 
Therefore the Eſtates of Parliament for themſelves, and in Name and be- 
halt of the whole SubjeRs of this Kingdom Repreſented by them, Do 
hereby Aſſert, Recognize and Acknowledge Their Majeſties Royal Power 
and Authority over the ſaid Kingdom, and Their undoubted Right and 
Title tothe Imperial Crown thereof : Likeas Their Majeſties, with Ads 
vice and Conſent of the ſaids Eſtates of Parliament, Do Declare, That ic 
is High Treaſon in any ofthe Subjects of this Kingdom, by Writing, Speak- 
ing, or __ other manner of way to Diſown, Zuarrel, or Impugn Their 
Majeſties Royal Power and Authority, or Right and Title to the Crown. 
And further, Their Afajeſties with Advice and Conſent foreſaid, Do Sta- 
tute and Ordain, That the oath of Allegiance hereunto ſubjoyned, ſhall be 
Sworn and Subſcribed by all the Members and Clerks of Parliament, and 
by all other perſons preſently in Publick Truſt, Civil or Military, or who 
ſhall be hereafcer called: to any publick Truſt within the Kingdomz And 
do hereby Retreat and Reſcind all preceeding Laws and AQs of Parlia- 
ment, in fo far as they Impoſe any other Oaths of Allegiance, Supremacy, 
Declarations and Teſts, excepting the Oath De fideli.

Reformed from Popery by Preſbyrers, and therefore ought to be Aboe» 

liſhed: OUR SOVERAIGN LORD and LADY, he. King 

and Queens Majeſties, with Advice and Conſent of the Eſtates of Parlia- 
ment, Do hereby Aboliſh Prelacy, and all Superiority of any Office in the 

Church in this Kingdom above Preſbyters; and hereby Reſcinds, Cafles and 

Annulls the Firſt 4 of the Second SeF. of the Firſt Parl. of King C haries 

the Second, and the Second-4@ of the Third Sef. of the Firit rerl. of King 

Charles the Second, and the Fourth 4& of the Third Parliament of Kin 

Charles the Second, and all other Ads, Statutes and Conltitutions, in fo 

far allanerly as they are inconſiſtent with this AR, and do eftabliſh Prela- 

cy, or the Superiority of Church- Officers above Preſbyters. And the King 
and Queens Majeſties Do Declare, that They, with Adyice and Confenc 
of the Eſtates of this Parliament, will Settle by Law that Church-Govern- 
ment in this Kiogdom, which is moſt agreeable to the Inclinations of the 
People.

BURSOVERAIGN.:LORD and LADY, the King 
AY and Queens Majeſties, and the Eſtates of Parliament, Con- 

fidering that the Eſtates of, this Kingdom in their Claim of 
ZSAAS Right, ofthe Eleventh of April laſt, Declared, that the 
ZE Cauſing Purſue and Forfeitſeveral Perſons, upon ſtretches 

of old and obſolete Laws, upon frivolous and weak pre=- 
tences, upon lame and | defetive Probation 3 And particularly the late 
Earl of Argile, tothe ſcandal and Reproach of the Juſtice ofthe Nation, 
are contrary toLaw: Therefore Their Majeſties-with the Advice and 
Conſent of the Eſtates of Parliament, Do hereby Reſcind, Retreat, Caſs 


and Annul the Doom and Sentence of Forfeiture pronounced by the Lord 


Juſtice General, and Commiſſioners of Juſtitiary, againſt the ſaid deceaſt 
Archibald Earl of Argile, upon the Twenty third day of December, 1681. 
And the A& of Parliament in the Moneth of May 1685, Ratifying and Ap- 
proving the ſame, the thirty ſixth A& of the ſaid Parliament, anent the
